Specific Recommendation C.4 ; 

"We need to examine intelligence data more broadly, 
or to invent some new technique, for the discovery y 
of hoaxes. As a first step, we recommend a 
National Intelligence Estimate, with adequate 
safeguards, of our success in keeping secret our 
most useful techniques of intelligence. This 
estimate would suggest the extent to which an enemy 
might be manipulating the information obtained 
through these sources. " 

Status ; The Intelligence Advisory Committee initiated \ 
a special 'National Intelligence Estimate to meet this 
recommendation. A pilot project to examine the question of 
intelligence on Soviet heavy bombers has been initiated.

Status t Active search for new equipment and techniques 
for the '“handling of large masses of intelligence data has 
boon n preoccupation of CIA since its establishment. In 
May 1950 the IAC established a sub -commit tee to "coordinate 
the development and implementation of compatible systems 
of documentation and processing of information within the 
intelligence community." In addition to regular IAC members, 
N$A ana USIA are also represented. A working group on 
equipment research composed of specialists in research and 
development has been established to insure that all agencies 
ef the intelligence community are made aware of new equip- 
ment which may be of value and that the possibilities of each 
new technical advance are thoroughly explored on behalf of 
the community. 

Efforts at; the moment are being concentrated on Eastman 
Kodak mini card equipment. Both the Air Force and CIA expect 
to install iiunicard equipment as soon as it becomes available

Status t After expensive examination of this problem 
CIA has reached the sonclusion that the implementation of 
these recommendations is principally an overt activity 
involving extensive logistical preparations and, therefore, 
more in keepinp^ith the responsibilities and activities 
with the Department of Defense. A letter has been prepared 
to the Department of Defense requesting that they take the 
responsibility for pursuing these recommendations.
